MISS MARGOT WOODWORTH 
WINS NATIONAL HONOR 


Margot Felice'Woodworth, 522 W. Sierra Madre boulevard, is 
one of four Senior Girl Scouts in the nation selected to represent 
this country's million and a half Girl Scouts at the annual inter¬ 
national encampment to be held this summer in Adelboden, 
Switzerland. 

Margot, 17-year-old daughter 
of Dr. and Mrs. Philip R. Wood- 
worth, and the three other girls 
will receive awards from the 
Juliette Low World Friendship 
take part in “The 
Chalet” in Switzerland, July 25 
to Aug. 15. 

The four girls selected from 
the US will meet in New York 
around June 29 and attend the 
Edith Macy Training School, 
then sail on the SS America 
July 3. They will spend 10 days 
sightseeing in Great Britain 
and France and approximately 
a month in Adelboden attend¬ 
ing the Girl Scout Chalet. They 
will return to the United States 
aboard the America Aug. 23.

By nearly a four-to-one majority Tuesday, Sierra Madre voters 
approved the proposed increase for one year in the City School 
District's tax rate. 

The ballot issue to boost the school tax rate by 30 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation passed easily with 527 “yes" votes and ^ 

133 “noes." 

While expressing regret that 
more voters did not go to the 
polls. School Board Chairman 
E. Waldo Ward termed the re¬ 
sults of the election "decisive." 

“The School Board is grati¬ 
fied with the outcome and feels 
the voters backed it up in de¬ 
ciding to go ahead with build¬ 
ing the four new classrooms,” 

Mr. Ward said. 

“In spite of rising building 
costs, we went ahead on the 
hope Sierra Madre voters would 
back us up. They did. Now, 
we’ll be able to finish the job.” 

With the one-year tax in¬ 
crease cost to the average prop¬ 
erty owner, one having property 
assessed at $2000, will be ap¬ 
proximately $6. 

As school elections go, Tues¬ 
day’s was a low turnout at the 
polls. Only 600 Sierra Madre- 
ans voted. When the $86,000 
school bond issue was voted 
last May, a total 1637 votes 
were cast.

said Mayor Kinney. He described 
definite step backward,” and suggested that 
another meeting be scheduled 
with the commission before 
such action is taken. 

He was overruled, the Coun¬ 
cil voting 3 to 1 to have the 
proposed repealing ordinance 
drawn up by City Attorney T. 
Guy Cornyn. 

It was Councilman Alexander 
Black who suggested that the 
commission be abolished. He 
said: 

“For some months there has 
been a feeling of frustration 
on the part of most commis¬ 
sion members in trying to solve 
a recreation program satisfac¬ 
tory to themselves as represen¬ 
tatives of the city as well as 
to the Council which holds the 
purse strings. The principal de¬ 
bate has been between monies 
spent for supervision and mon¬ 
ies spent for f a c i 1 i t ies and 
equipment.” 

Mr. Black said he felt the 
majority of the Council and 
commission members are 
agreed that the present ordi¬ 
nance is not operative. In place 
of the Recreation Commission, 
he said he will propose setting 
up a Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Committee with the

Auxiliary Police 
Start Training 

Sierra Madre’s auxiliary po¬ 
lice officers for civilian defense 
started an eight weeks’ train¬ 
ing course last week. 

The course, according to Chief 
of Police Gordon G. McMillan, 
is designed to give basic law 
enforcement instruction as ap¬ 
plied to the city’s needs during 
a disaster. 

Frank Spencer, chief block 
warden, said local precinct or 
district wardens also are tak¬ 
ing the class which includes 
the same training as is being 
offered throughout the unincor¬ 
porated portions of Los Angeles 
County. 


Council Names 
Two New 
City Planners 


No more sales can be con¬ 
ducted in the old PE Depot, 
the City Council ruled Tuesday 
night. 

The city, which now owns the 
station, believes public owned 
property cannot legally be used 
for private business purposes. 

In making the ruling, coun¬ 
cilmen also pointed out that 
rummage sales are “not quite 
appropriate” for the center of 
town which is intended to be 
“a place of charm.” 

Trinity Guild of Trinity 
Presbyterian Church had re¬ 
quested use of the depot to con¬ 
duct a “bake sale.” Two rum¬ 
mage sales have been held at 
the station recently, but, coun¬ 
cilmen said, only with the tacit 
consent of the city. 


Personnel of Sierra Madre's 
Planning Commission was 
shifted around Tuesday night 
with tfo new appointments and 
two reappointments. 

The City Council appointed 
Robert Ainsworth to succeed 
Harold Zook who resigned be¬ 
cause he is moving from Sierra 
Madre. Mayor William A. Kin¬ 
ney also appointed Council¬ 
man Noren Eaton to take Coun¬ 
cilman Herman Barter’s place 
on the planning body. Mr. Bar¬ 
ter resigned from the commis¬ 
sion this week. 

The mayor, with confirma¬ 
tion by the Council, reappoint¬ 
ed Sallie Osgood and William 
E. Bowers for new terms. Their 
terms expired March 25. 

“Both have done excellent 
jobs as planners,” Mr. Kinney 
pointed out. 

The Council will send letters 
of appreciation to both Mr. 
Zook and Mr. Barter. 

The Planning Commission 
was unable to meet Thursday 
and again on Saturday night 
for lack of a quorum. 

Vice-Chairman Bowers indi¬ 
cated Tuesday, however, that 
they will try to meet tonight, 
March 29.

‘Spoon Music’ 


The City Council accepted the resignation of Police Officer 
William M. White Tuesday night and at the same time gave 
a verbal “slap on the wrist” to Chief Gordon G. McMillan. 

The chief had listed the reasons given by Officer White for 
leaving the Sierra Madre Police Department to accept a similar 
job with the Arcadia depart¬ 
ment. 

In his letter, Mr. White had 
said the Arcadia PD offered civ¬ 
il service, more chance for ad¬ 
vancement, an adequate retire¬ 
ment plan, and a 40-hour work 
week. 

“This resignation is another 
warning to the city of Sierra 
Madre,” Chief McMillan wrote 
the Council. “ . . . The contin¬ 
ual loss of reliable and exper¬ 
ienced men ... is due primar¬ 
ily to a failure to provide em¬ 
ployment induce ments that 
have been found desirable and 
necessary by our neighboring 
cities . . . 

“ . . . The crippling effect on 
the department has never been 
as acute as it is at the pres¬ 
ent time,” the chief declared. 

“I am deeply concerned about 
this matter and recommend 
steps to alleviate the situation 
be taken.” 

Coun c i 1 m a n Noren Eaton 
didn’t like the letter. He said: 

“This is the second time he 
has gratuitously 
lectured us on what is required 
for a better Police Depamtment. 

What he should do is recom¬ 
mend how the proposed 
changes could be put into ef- 
‘He should point out the 
from which funds 
would come. The people turned 
down a retirement plan,” Mr. 

Eaton said. “It is obvious that 
without an increase in the tax 
rate the police cannot go on a 
40-hour week and they cannot 
have a retirement system.” 

Chief McMillan replied that 
he was merely calling atten¬ 
tion, as chief of police, to why 
Sierra Madre can’t keep men 
in the Police Department. 

“I merely recommended that 
those steps be put into effect 
as soon as possible,” he stated. 

The chief estimated that It

Working to keep 
a city safe from fire is not a 
small job. 

Men of the fire department 
must realize this Any fellow 
who is a member and does not 
expect to do his part, either at 
a fire or during drills, should 
relinquish his position to anoth¬ 
er who would like to become 
a member. Those who are un¬ 
able to attend drills regularly 
are not qualified to remain as 
efficient fire-fighters. 

There are none who can go 
without drill. It is sincerely 
hoped that interest will not 
wane as long as we are re¬ 
sponsible for the protection of 
our great little city from fire. 

The traditional Easter Party 
at the park went off in what 
we thought fine style, but we 
have had word that some par¬ 
ents left with a feeling of dis¬ 
gust because of delay. We wish 
to state that to accommodate 
«o many children is not an easy 
matter. 

We will accept suggestions 
from anyone desiring to speed 
the thing along. The men of 
the department do as they 
think best and are ever ready 
to hear of better ideas. 

There is some thought that 
to provide the children with so 
much candy and so many 
things a b s o 1 utely free, and 
without effort, is wrong There 
may be something to that ar¬ 
gument We know that some of 
the children care very little 
for a bag of candy They’ve 
been so well fed that another 
bag of candy is just another 
bore 

At any rate, there will be 
some discussion among the 
fire-fighters in regards to the 
Easter Party for next year 

Regardless of what may hap¬ 
pen to the next parties or af¬ 
fairs of social sequence, your 
fire department still is vitally 
interested in what to do to pre¬ 
vent fires from getting started 
causing great damage. There 
too, we are ready and open for 
suggestions. We might also 
spread a little advice by warn¬ 
ing residents of known dan¬ 
gers. Now is the time of year 
to look over the weed and high 
grass condition. You may be 
ever so careful around your own 
place, but a stray ember or 
spark from another source is 
just as likely to start a fire in 
your dry grass as a spark from 
your own open fire. 

Of the few fires that we are 
guilty of in Sierra Madre, a 
number of them have been 
traced to stray sparks. How do 
you suppose shingles on a roof 
catch fire? When there is no 
chimney nor fireplace in the 
house, the soaring ember must 
have come from some open 
fire.

The "do’s and dont’s” of 
cashing checks were explained 
for Sierra Madre Kiwanians 
last week. 

Speaking on the subject "Bad 
Checks and Forgeries” was Sgt. 
Fred Doane of the Los Angeles 
Police Department. 

"Don't accept checks except 
for the exact amount of the 
purchase price, and only after 
requiring positive identifica¬ 
tion,” Sergeant Doane warned. 

Mr. Doane should know be¬ 
cause he has been in the LAPD 
for 29 years and has spent most 
of that time chasing check 
forgers and “rubber check” ar¬ 
tists. 

When a cheek is received, the 
merchant should sign his own 
name on the back and list the 
date and time it was cashed. 

The police officer said as an 
added precaution, the person 
should be asked to place his 
fingerprints on the back. 

“Many, many known forgers 
are free today because victim¬ 
ized merchants are unable to 
positively identify the check on 
the witness stand," Sergeant 
Doane stated. 

“And don’t accept Social Se¬ 
curity cards as identification,” 
he added. “Because of federal 
regu 1 a t i o n s they cannot be 
checked and are absolutely 
worthless.”

household spoons. Her “spoon 
music” will be accompanied by 
Pianist Mrs. Oberle.

"... It may be also that 
when the city prepares its bud¬ 
get, the School Board may re¬ 
quest monies for salaried su¬ 
pervision of recreation,” he 
said. “This would be reveiewed 
by the Advisory Committee with 
a recommendation to the Coun¬ 
cil.” •*, 

The proposed ordinance, in 
effect, would put the city in 
charge of facilities and the 
school in charge of supervision. 

A1 E. Morgan, chairman of 
the Recreation Commission, said 
he was opposed to Mr. Black’s 
suggestion largely because of 
that split. 

“The school, only having 
youngsters up through the six¬ 
th grade, naturally is more in¬ 
terested in that age level,” Mr. 
Morgan said. “It would leave a 
complete void recreation in su¬ 
pervision for anyone over 11 
or 12.” 

A preliminary draft of the 
proposed ordinance is expected 
to be presented at the April 10 
meeting of the Council.
